the rtiokie cop’s conduct did not 
rise to the levcl of criminal 
négligé nee, 

Barlow r Benavidez w r as killed on 
the 4400 block nf Fast I4th Street, 
when he was slnpped by Cogley 
beeausc his car resembled ^ne 
sOiUght in a robbery case. Holding 
his shot gun in one hand aguinst 
the base of the neck, CogJey was 
attempling lo frisk Benavïdez 
w r hen the weapon was fïred, 
killing him insiantly.

Meanwhile, Officer Jacobsen 
gTflbbed Harper very roughly 
by the arm, daiming that he was 
resisting an officer, The police- 
man then twisted Harper 's arm 


him by the neck and threw him up 
against a wal!, The police officer 
then threw his Black viclim on the 
ground and jumped on his back 
and begun punch ing him, in the 
process knocking Harper $ teeth 
out of his mouih, He continued to 
suffer obuses and insults until he 
was rdeased around 11:30 that 
night, 

AN EXCUSE 

Giving an eicuse for arrestmg 
Harper, Jacobsen claimed that 
Harper refused to identify him¬ 
self wheti, in fael, Harper had 
done this several times. At his 
subsequenl trial* Harper was 
acquitted in muniripal court. 
With ihe üssistance of the Seattle 
Chapter of the Black Fanther 
Party, he is planning to file a rivïl 
suit against the Seattle Police 
Department lor the senseless 
brutality he suffered.D

(Sacramento, Oalif.) - The medical malpractice msurance bill 
proposed by Govemor Jerry Brow n w as killed in a procedurai voie 
last week by the state Sennte Insurance and Financial lnstitutions 
Committee. The action defeated any chance for enactment this year 
of legislatiors to hold down skyrocketing malpractice costs, Under 
the bill. sponsored by Assemblyman Howard Berman of Los 
Angelos, a statewide Insurance pool fintinced by participating 
doctors would have been creatcd, 

The Brow'ii-Berman plan, originally intnoduced in the legislature 
last January when doctors in Southern Califomia staged n 35-day 
alowdown to protest rjsing malpractice casts was overwhelmingly 
defeated by the Insurance and Financial Institutions Gommittee in 
Juno* Ho we ver, Öcrman succeeded in bringing it up for 
rCconsideralion, Under legislative rules, the deadline for the bill to 
win Commiuee appróval was August 10, but Berman asked for a 
special Committee meeting on August 9. The Commiuee, by a vote 
of 4-3, refused to resehedule the meeting, which had the effect of 
kilUngthe bill. 

The Brown-Berman bill was intctided as a temporary soLutkm to 
the malpractice probUm w-hile the legislature eonsidered the 
broader reform of the malpractice damage system. Instrumental in 
the bill'* defeal weté the 22*000-member Califomia Medical 
Aflsc^iation (CM A) and the Insurance Lobby,

ABUSE AT PRESS CONFERENCE

(Waupun, WIscJ - Prison 
inmat e spokespersons. speakmg 
at tl recent pres? conférence here. 
revealed that ihe sole int ent of 
the revoll which erupted last 
mnnth at Waupun State Prison 
was to focus attentinii on the 
long-neg! eet ed dehumanizing 
condJtions at the Wisconsin 
pemtentïary, 

During the protest, a "Ri- 
cenienmal Kevalutmn.' over 80 
inmates held 14 prison employees 
hustage in an et fort to gt»t their 
grie van ces aired. The re volt 
lasied for 14 hours and ended 
only after Warden James Mat- 
thews gmnted amnesty for all 
involved. 

Anthony Miller, one nf the 
leaders of the re volt, explained at 
the press conference, "I mld ray 
wifc abnul it bef ore hand, ao she 
wouJdn't wurry, ï tnld her we 
were doing it for a cause. We had 
lo open this place up and really 
show tvhsfs happening hare." 

The ermditïons at Waupun 
begon to receive widespread 
puhlicity last year when the 
Mibvaukee ChapLer of Ihe Black 
Panther Party and olhèr con- 
cemed orgamzaïions and m- 
dfvidiuüs miljaied a public outcry 
over the pranned use of sound- 
prcuif underground segregation 
cells, lermed death chambers" 
or ' screamers' by the inmaten

The Miïwaukee BPP Chapter, 
which has collecled over 10,000 
signalures against the ‘ death 
chsunbcrs/* enhstcd the aid of 
state Senator M on roe Swan in 
order to halt prison abuse at 
Waupun. They were «uccessfui in 
that W isconsin Govemor Lucey 
was forced lo order ihpl the cells 
nol be used until they were shown 
lo be neceasary and humane. 

H uw ever, oihfcr abuses that 
eipostid such as overcrowd- 
iogt inadequate healih care, 
over use of aoliiary confmement, 
arbjtrary discfplinary rulês, 
beatmgs, draggings and racial 
abuse stifj have noi been alJevi- 
ated. 

The lade of concern for the 
wdJ-being of inmates caused the 
rovolt in which the prison In¬ 
dustries building was seiztd and 
the stairway to th* j corridor wrhere 
ïhr h o stage s were kopt were 
w>aked wiih u flammahle liquid. 
At the requeet of the inmates, 
Fftiitf^ senator Monroe Swan, the 
States' only Black senator and 
most vncal critie of the state’s 
penil syistem, monitor ed the 
negotiaiions which freed the 
h'jMtagen. 


Atso, at the inmates' request, 
Swan was present to guaranlce 
the safety of the inmates, es- 
peciaNv the Black prisoners, 
w hen the hosiages end protesters 
waiked out of the building. 

We wantod Senator Swan to 
be Ihere because we fearvd ihat 
the Bfock fnmates wouïd receive 
the brunl of the reprisals,' said 
inmaie spokesperson Clayton 
Cook, w ho is White. 

Pointing out that Black. White,

(fooduifi and Sargent Shriver and Oeorge

Hecently, East Bay Voice, a 
ncw and prügrcssive "opposition 
newsmonthly," conductad on 
interview with Harry Edwards. a 
highly re garde d Black sociologist 
at the University of California at 
Berkeley- Edwards is best knotvn 
for his organizing sfforts inuolv- 
ing the Black boycott of the 1968 
Mexico City Qlympits . Follpwmg 
is an excerpt from that interview , 

QUESTION; ï>o you think the 
Canadians were juslifïed in 
keeping ihe Taiwanese oul unless 
they camt as Taiv/aneae and not 
as representa lives of China? 

EDWARDS: I think tliere are 
many peopte like myseff who 
applaud Canada's stand because 
it eliminates one more hypocrisy 
thai has permeated the Games. 

Q: Some peopTe wnuld argue 
that the Olympics should be 
beyond politics. 

EDWARDS: Thafs nonsense. 
They w^ere politieel from the 
beginning. Baron De Coubertin 
starlt'd them in thö 1H9ÜS because 
he wan led to use sports to help 
devcïop natLonaliaiTL. Th ere was a 
saying then that il was on the 
alhletic fields of Eten that the 
British Empire was established 

So long as the Western pnw r ers 
were dominant in the world, there 
were no o vort pnlilical overton es, 
except when conOicts arose 
omong them. This occurred in the 
J930s. Hut, as the Third World 
countries have developed, the 
potcnliaJ for politica! conflict that 
w r Bs al (he root nf the Olympics 
hnscome to the stlHoce. Over ihe 
last LÜ or 15 ycars, the Olympics 
have b ec< ïhic , out s ide of 1 h e U nited 
Nmiotis, the most opportune 
pnlilical forum for international 
politics. 

RELEVANT 

Q: And that is huw the China 
disput e hecame relevant? 

EDWARDS: Yes, the Chinese 
refused to participate in the 
Games as long as ihe regime m 
Taiwan W’ns reengni/ed as the 
official Chinese government. To 
get a handle on the woy they look 
at iu you can imagine w r hat the 
response of the United States 
governmeni in Washington, 
D.C., would be if Jlawaii decided 
that H was the official U.S. 
and wantod to participate in the 
Olympics under n flng called the 
Kcpublicof ihe United States. 

Q: Wh at was yotir impréssum 
of athletics in China? 

EDWARDS: 1 was very tm- 
pressed with sport m Cbimu The 


ship betweon politics, ideoïogy 
and sport The Chinese even have 
H provision in 'heir conslilution 
that sport and physital culture 
must serve the jrterests of the 
proletarinn revotution. 

In the United States, sport is 
considerpd lo belong to the toy 
department of human affairs. 
And politics is com part ment al- 
ized from every r other aspect of 
life. Therefore. peopte here noi 
only carniDl see the politica! 
ch&racter sport, they don? see 
politics in human relations as a 
whole. 

tj: Bul how exactiy do spurt 
and physic&l culture fit in? 

EDWARDS: The Chinese havo 
devebped an easily undeTstood 
ratjonale for involvemenl in 
sport. It gtM?s Jike this: the 
densive fitetor in sticial recon- 
struclion is people. And peopte 
have a re volui ion ory responsibil- 
ity to devèlop healthy bodies 
through spurt, because human 
bodies are the Ion Is through 
which the human mind implè- 
ments the goals that people set 
for themselves. 

And so eveiywhere you go in 
China you se« people exerdomg 
in pYiblic, You go out onto ihe 
Street ut five in the mormng and 
you see thousands of people 
jogging in. open air place s. 
Bet ween VI noon and 2 all work 
stops. The re is time for people 10 
eal lunch and Lo engagö in sportp.< 


At the hotels where we stayed. 
the entire staff woufd be out in 
front of the hotel playuig basket¬ 
ball, badminton, doing Tai Chi, 
shadow boïing, and colisthenics 
of variaus kinds. And this m- 
cludes women and old people. 

Q: Women and old people? 

EDWARDS: bi China, sport is 
not conceived of as a primarily 
male endeavor the wray it is in 
American society. In China, there 
is o proverb which States that 
women huid up half the sky T The 
same holds for old folks' partki- 
patkm in sport, In China, people 
do nut beenme excess baggage 
when they pass The age of 60. Old 
people are ihnroughly iniegrated 
into the fabric of life And so in 
the communes we saw people 70, 
80. or 90 years old engagmg in 
physica] aelivitv. They exercisud 
because they have to keep their 
bodies in condition so that they 
can fuifill theij- responsibilities in 
the socialist rectmslmetion of 
China, 

Q: In the United States, there i? 
procticaÜy no organked public 
eiercisc of this kind. Whv nut? 

EDWARDS: It is tied into the 
compelitive ethic (hat pervtuJes 
cvery aspect of American life. We 
eompeie fer maies: we compote 
in the elftssroom and un the jub.
